(b) dissolving the mixture in water by heating; (c) adding a mixture of 
perfume, lower monohydric alcohol and alkylene glycol to the soln.; (d) 
filling the solution in vessels; and (e) solidifying by cooling. 

The gel vaporises at a constant rate without dripping. Perfume may 
be added at 40-55 degrees C without change in aroma. 
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
